Mr. Speaker, tbe original 
bill, and tbe varioDS snbstitates for it, and 
all the ameDdmonts except, indeed, th« 
amendmeDts offered by the gondoBum fton 
New fork, [Mr. Direo,] tbegeatlMM&ilMlm 
Kentucky, [Mr. WiokliSe.] and the gentle- 
mau from Indian^ [Mr. Porter.] bowerer 
moeb they may. differ in gthraseology or de- 
tail, agree in this, tllit'tBey propose to raise, 
ergMUBe,«od arm a body of negroes, to be 
reeeiTed into the militsry service of tbe 
United States. Most of them, I believe all 
of them, |)ermit, if they do not enjoin, and 
cetainly contemplate, that this body of men 
shall be coostttuted m well of slaroo n of 
free oe^oei; of the riavM of lo9«l a» well 
of dialQyel masters; wad that noviting sU- 
tioDa ' for tbe enlistment pf these negroes 
than btf epmed la tbm lUvobdiaing as well 
nittthiman^afnkoMhtttBt^. Tbeyall 
oont|MDp]ate that manamiasion will be grant- 
ed to tbe slave after be shall have enlisted. 
Some of them provide that compensatioo 
shall be c^ade to the master who sfaall have 
refiieiiied loyat. 

- Now, sir, of all tbe bills and sabetitntes I 
prefer tbe original bill, introduced by tbe 
chairman of tbe Committee of Ways and 
Veans, [ttr. SteveDS.] It is characteristic 
of him. It is plain, direct and bjid. It ex- 
presses plainly tbe meaning of the author. 
It provides, in so many words, for the en- 
listmeot of slaves, and the establishment of 
reeroiting depots anywhere in any of tbe 
States. It prdmises freedom to ell whoehall 
enlist, aad eompraaetioii t» tin Melem 
may be entitled to it It is o«t ooly char- 
acteristic of tbe gentleman in this, that it 
frank and straigbiforward. It is alao char- 
acteristic of hica io another respect, to which 
be himself al.uded the other day: that be is 
the forerunner of his party — that be ia al- 
ways in advance of bia party friends, bat j 
that be finds they sooa come ap to tbe pos<- 
tions which be takes;

Tbe experieooe ef Ibe coratry shows that it 
is tme. Tbe ex|MrieaM of the Government 
in ito experiment el Hilton Head, shows 
that theso mao have no desire to enlist in 
the military service. I see by a statement 
in the pap«»rs to-day, ihat the first negro 
regiment of Kansas wa5 sworn into service 
on the I2tb day of this roonlb, aod that al- 
re&dyl half of them have deserted. They 
were offered freedom. They were ofTered 
fnll pey. They were offered full bounty. — 
Sveiytbing was done to agitate — to use the 
phraseology of the member from Illinois, 
[Mr. Lovejny] — "this great ooeeo of loyel 
hearts" But we find thsttbe storm lasted 
only until tKey were enlisted atad organised, 
end received the advance payment ef their 
bounty; then suddenly it subsided; and with 
each rtrtluent wave, a cumpaoy of these 
loyal, wur-loviug negroes vauisLed from Iba 
ranks. 

Mr. CoNWAT. Mr. Speaker: 

Mr. Pendleton. If I ba*« misstated the 
(act, I wi>l be glad to be corroeted; other- 
wise, I prefer not to be Interropted.

lition of slavery. 1 tell yon, sir, that un- 
less this impression is speedily arrested it 
will become universal; it will ripen into 
conviction, and then it will bo beyond yonr 
power to get from tbair broad plains another 
man, or from their ahaiMfc'axbanaitad ooflbrs 
another dollar.. . 

I know that gentleman will say that this 
ts sytn'pitby with secession; that theae sen- 
timents c4bnot be entertained by loyal men.

rity of this Union, which, with the gentle- 
man from Massachosetts, (Mr. Thomas) I 
love with all my heart, and of which I hope 
to die a iciiizen.

"And vet thei<e things have been vielded to as 
accomplished facts, aiwl ao will It be wit^ this 
proclamation, even tbongbit bad not tbe aanc- 
tiM of constitutional antnority, when once yon 
pnt this bill iuto practical operation ; for no com- 
munity of negroes who have once bad arms in 
tl eir hands can again be f>nbjngated to the re- 
straints of slavery. Uistorj furnishes no such 
example. The arming of the sluve population 
is tJie end of the institution for all time, and no 
leas tbe wad of thisre>^]lion. 

"I talk not about the Oon^titntion . It has be- 
come, in the hands of the timid lawyers and 
time-serving politicians, a shield between the 
Government and the persons and the estates of 
the rebels. 'Tu such base uses has it conio nt 
lept * It oontiRnally fmatmting tbe effoxts of 
this Govemmest to pat down thia rebellion."

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I have been in favor of peace because I have 
been heartily, steadfastly, unwaveringly for 
the Union. I heard Mr. Douglas proclaim 
that war is disunion, final, irrevocable. I 
believa it. I said two years ago on this 
floor that "armies, money, war cannotmaio- 
tain this Union; justice, reason, peace, may." 

I believed it then; I have believed it at 
avary mthnent since'; I believe it now. No 
avaal'itf tha past twayaaia haa for a mo- 
u>ai»<piiilan.jpy faiUt. Faaoa ia tha^st 
step to.u^^9i^. -P^aea la.fnSiii^, Peace no- 
broken woljd have ^eservra It';' peace re- 
stored will, T hope, in some time reconstnict 
it. The only bonds which can hold these 
States in confederation, tbe only ties which 
can make us one people, are the soft and 
silken cords of affection and interest. These 
are woven in peace, hot war in conciliation; 
not coercion; in deeds of kindness and acts 
of friendly sympathy, not in deeds of vio- 
lence and blood. The' people of the 
Northwest wera carried away by tbe excite* 
nithif oT April and IKay . Tbey believed 
that wsf would restore the tJnibn. They 
trusted to the assurance of tbe President 
and his Cabinet, and of Congress, that it 
should be carried on for that purpose alone. 
They trusted that it would be carried on 
nnder the Constitution. They were patriot- 
ic, and confiding. They sent their sons and 
brothers and huabands to the Army, and 
poured out their treasures at the feet of tbe 
AdmiQistration.

You must add to tbem a faith- 
ful observance of tbe Constitution; a sacred 
respect for for tbe personal rights of tha cit- 
zeo; an absolute refusal to usurp power 
under any pretense wfaatsoeYbr. Yon must 
mabifisst yonr parposa to maintain in all 
their infeaigrlty State of tha Union.— 
Yan mwiljinyite back within the bonds of 
Ae 9eiara1 Unioq, with every right un- 
touched, with every social institution unim- 
paired, except, indeed^ by the mere ravages 
ot war, those States which have left us. 

This bill is iooonsistent with such a pur* 
pose. It will, if passed snd carried out, 
render union impossible. It may,' if your 
highest hopes are realized, maintain the in- 
tegrity of your territory, bat the noion of 
your States will ba gtfna fbrairar. 

My friend from Ohio (Mr. Trimble,) said 
that of all' things jt was most dM^irable that 
we should have unity in our coansels. You 
cannot have unity while yoo press ^oeM?* 
ures like them. Co-operation with y** |*»

atate these fact'^; for the publio mind has 
Istely been much abased by the false asser- 
tion that Mr. Jefferson either disregarded 
the writ of Habeas Corpus or songht to have 
it aaspendadby aet of Congress. He .did 
n either. On'th(i contrary he recogtrfsed thU 
validity of the wri|,as a right of a^ citizen 
under State authority, in reporting to Con- 
gress that one of the coospiratora had been 
released by virtue of it. And tbongh the 
Senate of the United States passed an act, 
saapeodiog the writ, (without being raqaeat- 
ad by Preaident Mtoaoai). the Hooaeof Be« 
presentatives rejected it by a large majority; 
and the motion to reject it waa made by Mr. 
J«ffM8on*a own aon<-m-hiar.' 9lia inference 
from all this is too plain and palpable to be 
ignored — and that is, that the Executive and 
Jndiciary in their early, fMira acd beat days 
—in the days of Jefferson and Marsha11--faeld 
that the powe.r to aospeod the writof ^a&sa« 
Corptis to e Legislattve iaod DOtr an Exeea- 
tive power. 

Bat in the abaanee of all authority and all 
precedeota and deoisiooa on the sabject, the 
qnestiOn would, at any lima when men's 
minds were free from bias, bo too plain for 
argament. The Constitution saya the priv- 
ilege of the writ sba'il not be anspeodad ex» 
cept in time of invasion or relMllion. Now 
wbct is this writ? It is a process defined by 

legialatioo — by act of Congress. The right 
to the writ existed .be^re. ^he constitutioo, but 
that iostrnment/aiithorized Congress to pre< 
scribe and regulate it as a remedial measure. 
Can any other power but Congress— can 
even Congresa itaelf — refnse the writ? We 
deny both bra'ncheia of the inquiry. Con^iress 
can prescribe the mode for the efficient 
operation of the writ, but can neither deny 
it nor obstruct it. And we go further and 
say thatCongress can punish any obstrurtioa
